Tho’ we'd be very tender of advancing any 
thing that fhou’d haye an ill Influence on Manvers, which 
are already but too much corrupted, yet we mutt own 
we think none of the Reafons brought in the Quefti- 
On conclufive againft. Dancing. As forthe xf, it being 
a Psganifh Inflitusion, ‘owou'd be very hard to prove 
it, and we think it notzrue. For firft, Dancing teems 
in fome fort nagural ; ‘cis difficult not to leap for 
and the whole Bedy feems almoft neceffarily to follow 
the motion of the Spirits and Blood when more brisk 
and lively than ordinary ; nor canthe reducing of fteps 
in order be any more hurt than leaving ‘em without 
order. Now this Natural Way of Expreffing Mirth, which 
is alfo a healthful Exercile ro the Body, was in pro- 
cefs of time made ufe of by all Nations, both in their 
Sacred Feftivats, and Civil occafions. ‘Twas ufed in 
the Feftivals of the Fews very early, for we read in 
15 Exod. 20. That Miriam che May and all che 
Women, went out with Timbrels and with Dances, 
faying, “Sing ye to the Lordy @’c. And ‘tis even com- 
manded by God in the 149 Pf:'3.. “Let them praife 
** his Name in che Dance: and {fo David himfelfidid, and 
Michal was fevecely punifhed for  defpifing him for it : 
and indeed the very word EM, or, Holy-days among 
the Fews, is derived. from JIM which fignifies to dance? 
And that this. was alfoa Civil Exprefon of Joy com- 
mon among the Nations even before Mofes, appears trom 
that of Feb 21.11, Where he mentions the Dancing ‘of 
Children ; and if any fhould object, chefe were the Chil. 
dren of the Wicked, they may as well finda plain texe 
in the fame Place againft the Organ, becaufe ‘tis faid 
in the next Verfe, They rejoic’d to the, Sound -of it, tho’ 
the fame of the Timbrel and Harp ;. and this dancing’ 
was alto a civil drverfien, and Expreflion of Joy or\ 
Triumph among the Fews. The Daughters of Shileb. 
went, it feems, to dance every year, only for their di- 
verfion at lealt the Women; who cache our to meet Dah 
vid, feem to have nothing fscred in their Dances, bee! 
caule the Subje of their Songs was--only Civil Trix 
umph — Saul hath flain his thoujands, and David bis tew 
thoufands — and twas promisd asa Bl¢ffing to Ifrael— 
nay mix'd dancing, with a witnefs in exprefs words, 
31 Fer. 13. Then foatt the Virgin rejyce in the Dance 
both young Men and old together — and Dancing as well 
as Mufick is mention’d ( as cuftomary on great Joy } 
inthe Parable of the Prodigal. ‘Tis true, \Herodias danc’d 
off Fobn Baptifts Head — but that makes the Exer- 
cife it felf never the werfe, otherwife we might as well 
lay Feafting too were a Sin; and befides her's was fine 
gle, not mix’d dancing, which rone that we know of 
condemn. The Idolaters ’tis true did dance at their 
Feftivals, and they did alfo eat and drink, the a 
ment holding as ftrong againft one as t'other. 
Fathers we own did fometimes {peak angrily a

that, Diffencers : et 
Children learnt to dance; and tho’ we readily grant, ts 


very probable the old Primitive Form in Bapeizings 
 Aaericmuat, Ge. Lrenounce the Pomps, ’¢. did re- 
Jate among to Dances, and Stage-Plays, yet 
both of thefe were then effential parts of I/olat-ous and 
Diabolicel worthip, whereby the Enemy of Mankind en- 
deavour’d to allure men to Deflrudfion. From what has 
heen faid, we think may be deduc'd a full anfwer to 
all the Obie@ions the Queftion mentions, tho’ nothing 
here for imntode/t Dances, or devouring too much Zime 
in them, which is equally unlawful, in that and any

Adlw. There’s 10 wonder at all in’t; becaufe a Courte- 
ous and Genteel Bebaviour, takes a great while to be 
well learnt, and is feldom acquir'd unlefs Men a 
from their very Infancy, which Perfons of Quality do, 
and by conftant Converlation either with thofe adove 
‘em, or elfe fuch as are well-bred, they more eafily and 
naturally émicare their Manners, and can at leaft com- 
mand their outward Expreffions and Behaviour, befides that 
there's certainly fomething in the ffrate and Blood.
